Little chance of conviction in local bike courier's death: Prosecutor 


A former attorney general 
once considered to be a 
top contender for Ontario 
premier received a politi¬ 
cal reprieve yesterday af¬ 
ter criminal 
charges stemming 
from his fatal 
encounter with a 
bike courier from 
Edmonton were 
withdrawn. 

While he re¬ 
mained tight-lipped 
about his future, Michael 
Michael Bryant has Bryant 
been spared the or¬ 
deal of a lengthy trial on 
charges of criminal negli¬ 
gence causing death and 
dangerous driving. 

An independent prosecu¬ 
tor determined there was 



little chance of conviction. 

“To be honest, I haven’t 
really thought about much 
other than getting through 
this experience one day at 
a time,” Bryant said 
at a news conference 
convened after court. 

“And I don’t know 
what the future 
holds. I do know that 
I’ve got some legal 
bills to pay and that I 
will be going back to 
work.” 

The charges were 
laid last September 
following the death of Dar¬ 
cy Allan Sheppard, 33, after 
a late-night altercation 
with Bryant in Toronto’s 
tony Yorkville district. 

But in a rare show of co¬

operation between the de¬ 
fence and prosecution, 
new evidence was uncov¬ 
ered that made a convic¬ 
tion unlikely. 

Sheppard had a history of 
aggressive behaviour with 
drivers, including one al¬ 
leged incident that hap¬ 
pened just a few hours be¬ 
fore his death, court heard. 
He also had about twice the 
legal limit of alcohol in his 
blood, according to a post¬ 
mortem toxicology report. 

Earlier that night, the Ed¬ 


monton native and father 
of four showed up intoxi¬ 
cated at his girlfriend’s 
home, but police allowed 
him to ride off on his bike, 
said independent prosecu¬ 
tor Richard Peck. 

“Our conclusion is that 
Mr. Biyant had been at¬ 
tacked by a man who unfor¬ 
tunately was in a rage,” he 
said. “In such circum¬ 
stances he was legally justi¬ 
fied in attempting to get 
away.

crime Edmonton police are 
looking for a possible sec¬ 
ond suspect after arresting 
a man in connection with 
the 28-year-old murder of 
a cab driver. 

On Dec. 4,1981 Gerdina 
Kruidbos, 33, was found 
dead in her cab. According 
to police she had been sex¬ 
ually assaulted and died 
from multiple stab 
wounds. Police arrested 
Robert James Fletcher, 50, 
at his home on May 20, 
and charged 
him with 
first-degree 
murder 
along with 
rape, 
robbery, 
kidnapping 
and posses¬ 
sion of an 
offensive 
weapon. 

“Our investigations have 
shown, and we believe, 
that Mr. Fletcher, in 1981, 
was not alone when Kruid¬ 
bos picked him up in her 
cab,” said Det. Howie An- 
toniulc. “We believe there 
was another male acquain¬ 
tance or friend with Mr. 
Fletcher.” 

Police are requesting 
that anyone who might be 
friends with, or who may 
have known Fletcher back 
in 1981, to come forward 
with any information 
related to this or any other 
crime he may have been 
involved in. Fletcher was 
allegedly very active in the 
bar scene and drug sub-cul¬ 
ture of 1981, and had asso¬ 
ciates who shared similar 
lifestyles.

trial In the span of a few 
violent seconds, Gaiy Matt¬ 
son felled bus driver Tom 
Bregg and kicked him into 
near blindness, piledriving 
his heel into Bregg’s eye 
until it collapsed deep into 
his skull. 

The eye “is so sunken 
back, even after recon¬ 
structive surgeries, the de¬

Monday at Mattson’s sen¬ 
tencing hearing. 

“Also, there will be sig¬ 
nificant scarring and sig¬ 
nificant facial asymmetry,” 
she said, reading aloud 
from eye doctor reports.

23, one in Toronto July 3, 
and two in Montreal July 
16-17. 

The band’s website said 
concertgoers should hold 
on to their tickets until 
further information is 
available. 

U2 announced last week 
that Bono had undergone 
emergency back surgery in 
a Munich hospital after in¬ 
juring himself while 
preparing for the group’s 
tour. 

He has been released 
from hospital but doctors 
recommended at least two 
months of rest.

Government 
muzzles staffers 


Opposition MPs are 
threatening to subpoena 
Dimitri Soudas, Stephen 
Harper’s chief spokesper¬ 
son, to appear before a 
Commons committee in 
the latest political 
showdown over 
Parliamentary powers. 

The government sparked 
angry opposition denuncia¬ 
tions after declaring yester¬ 
day that the political staff 
of cabinet ministers — in¬ 
cluding Harper’s own staff 
— would no longer be al¬ 
lowed to testify before par¬ 
liamentary committees. 

The declaration was 
made just before Soudas 
himself was due to appear 
before the Commons’ 
ethics committee probing 


political interference in ac¬ 
cess to information re¬ 
quests. Government House 
Leader Jay Hill told the 
Commons that committees 
don’t give political staff a 
fair shake and as a result 
cabinet ministers would 
appear in their place. 

“The tyranny of the oppo¬ 
sition majority has 
turned its atten¬ 
tion to the men 
and women 
who make up 
our political 
staff,” Hill said. 

But opposition 
MPs quickly de¬ 
nounced the move, brand¬ 
ing it as another attempt to 
undermine democracy by a 
Conservative government 


that has already tested MPs’ 
patience by twice prorogu¬ 
ing Parliament and with¬ 
holding papers related to 
Afghan detainees. 

“This is a serious affront 
to Parliament and could es¬ 
tablish ... a very serious 
precedent,” said Liberal MP 
Wayne Easter.

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Fraser firm on 
audit process 


Auditor general Sheila 
Fraser says she's not about 
to have MPs tell her how 
to conduct an audit of the 
House of Commons. 

“There really isn’t a 
whole lot of negotiation in 
an audit,” Fraser told the 
Toronto Star yesterday. 

The board of internal 
economy, a secretive, all¬ 
party committee of MPs 
that controls Commons 
spending, has refused Fras¬ 
er’s request to vet the 
$503.5-million annual 
budget, which includes 
$235 million for adminis¬ 
trative expenses and $248 
million for MPs and officers 
of the Commons. The MPs’ 
expenses last year totalled 
about $127 million. 

Despite suggestions by 
NDP Leader Jack Layton 
that renewed talks would 
take place soon, Fraser has¬ 
n’t been approached about 
further discussion. 

Dimitri Soudas, a 
spokesperson for Stephen 
Harper, said the prime min¬ 
ister “would like to see this 
matter resolved with more 
transparency” and hopes 
discussions between Fraser 


and the board of internal 
economy continue. 

Some MPs have said Fras¬ 
er has no jurisdiction to au¬ 
dit the Commons since she 
reports to Parliament. 

Others returned to Parlia¬ 
ment from a week-long 
constituency break some¬ 
what chastened after feel¬ 
ing the sting of public out¬ 
rage and frankly admitted 
to reporters they were los¬ 
ing the public relations war. 

Fraser is trying to clear 
up what she says is the mis¬ 
understanding that she was 
going to do a detailed audit 
of MPs’ individual expens¬ 
es. “What we proposed was 
an audit of the systems and 
practices of the administra¬ 
tion of the House as a 
whole, a performance au¬ 
dit, not an audit of the MPs, 
not an audit of MPs’ expens¬ 
es,” she said. 

She acknowledged her 
audit could end up looking 
at some MPs’ expenses in 
terms of whether they are 
following proper proce¬ 
dures, but emphasized this 
would not entail a detailed 
look at all 308 MPs.

War zone in Jamaica 

Soldiers, police battle gangsters loyal to 
accused drug lord on streets of capital 


Thousands of police and 
soldiers yesterday 
stormed the Jamaican 
ghettos where reggae was 
born in search of a reput¬ 
ed drug kingpin wanted 
by the United States, 
intensifying a third day of 
street battles that have 
killed at least 30 people. 

The masked gunmen 
fighting for underworld 
boss Christopher (Dudus) 
Coke say he provides servic¬ 
es and protection — all 
funded by a criminal em¬ 
pire that seemed untouch¬ 
able until the U.S. demand¬ 
ed his extradition. 

Coke has built a loyal fol¬ 
lowing in Tivoli Gardens, 
the poor West Kingston 
slum that is his stronghold. 
U.S. authorities say he has 
been trafficking cocaine to 
the streets of New York City 
since the mid-1990s, al¬ 
legedly hiring island 
women to hide the drugs 
on themselves on flights to 
the United States. 

Called “president” and 
“shortman” by his support¬ 
ers, Coke does not wear 
flashy clothes or hold 
court at Kingston night¬

Yesterday, masked gun¬ 
men in West Kingston van¬ 
ished down side streets bar¬ 
ricaded with barbed wire 
and junked cars. The sound 
of gunfire echoed across the 
slums on Jamaica’s south 
coast, far from the tourist 
meccas of the north 
shore. Schools and 
businesses were 
closed across 
the capital and 
the government 
appealed for 
blood donations 
for the wounded. 

At the epicentre of the vi¬ 
olence are the West 
Kingston slums, known as 
garrisons, which include 


the Trenchtown ghetto 
where reggae superstar Bob 
Marley was raised. 

The son of an alleged 
gangster, the 41-year-old 
Coke has strong ties to the 
governing Jamaica Labor 
Party, which has counted 
on gunmen inside his Tivoli 
Gardens slum to intimidate 
election rivals. Members of 
Coke’s Shower Posse and af¬ 
filiated gangs began barri¬ 
cading his stronghold last 
week following an an¬ 
nouncement by Prime Min¬ 
ister Bruce Golding that he 
would approve Coke’s ex¬ 
tradition on drug- and gun- 
running. Golding, who rep¬ 
resents Tivoli Gardens, had 
stonewalled the U.S. re¬ 
quest for nine months.

They identify them¬ 
selves as “Blocked” on call 
display. Even though I’m

The CRTC has rolled over 
onto its belly and gone to 
sleep on this one. Of the 
thousands of complaints, it 
has investigated exactly 
700, claiming one case 
could represent 1,000 calls. 
Most of the time, it sends 
these people a letter, when 
the most effective punish¬ 
ment is obvious: 

Phone ’em! Phone ’em in 
the shower! Phone ’em 
when they’re trying to get 
Junior to lie down and go 
to sleep! Phone ’em when 
they finally sit down to 
watch TV! Phone ’em dur¬ 
ing those rare moments of 
stolen connubial bliss! 

In others words, do unto 
them what they do unto 
us.

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Home costs up, 
but not in Alberta 


Owning a home in Canada 
has become even more ex¬ 
pensive — unless you live 
in Alberta, according to 
the latest housing report 
by RBC Economics 
Research. 

The report, released yes¬ 
terday, says homeowner- 
ship costs in Canada rose 
for the third straight quar¬ 
ter across all housing seg¬ 
ments in the first quarter 
of 2010. 

A strong real estate mar¬ 
ket and jacked up housing 
prices are getting the blame 
for putting a strain on 
Canadians’ bank accounts. 

“Although home owner¬ 
ship became more costly 


in the first quarter of 2010, 
affordability measures are 
still moderately above the 
long-term average and be¬ 
low peak levels,” said RBC 
senior economist Robert 
Hogue. “We expect afford¬ 
ability to deteriorate 
throughout 2010 
and 2011, but 
this should be 
limited as more 
balanced sup¬ 
ply and de¬ 
mand conditions 
will take much of 
the steam out of the 
housing market.” 

With the exception of 
Alberta, home affordabili¬ 
ty measures deteriorated 


across all provinces with a 
significant decline in af¬ 
fordability in B.C., 
Saskatchewan and Mani¬ 
toba. Alberta is the only 
province to show a drop in 
the costs of owning a 
home.

Head coach Jacques Mar¬ 
tin started Halalc in 32 of 
the Canadiens final 34 
games, including the play¬ 
offs.

It's a wild world of animals 

Even if you're not a veterinarian, there are many jobs out there for the animal lover

A career working with 
wild animals can take you 
straight into Canada’s city 
centres or deep into its 
forests. 

Pam Pritchard works in 
the Calgary Zoo. For the 
last 30 years, she’s tended 
to the needs of giraffes, 
hippopotamuses and ele¬ 
phants. She now handles 
the zoolceeper apprentice¬ 
ship program. 

“There’s nothing more 
special than being able to 
go and see an animal 
you’ve worked with for 
years,” she says. 

Landing a zoolceeper job 
is hard in Canada, com¬ 
pared to the United States, 
as there are only a few 
large zoos in the country. 

“The trickiest spot is to 
get your foot in the door,” 
Pritchard says. Many start 
by volunteering with ani¬ 
mals — at zoos, if they can 
get a spot, or at any animal 
sanctuary. From there, 
many work toward a de¬ 
gree in animal sciences, zo¬ 
ology or biology while 
working as on-call labour¬ 
ers for a zoo. That means 
feeding animals and clean¬ 
ing enclosures. 

“They’re all right in 
there getting dirty and 
wet,” she says. 

If all goes well, they earn 



a spot on the four-year paid 
apprenticeship program. It 
combines animal theory 
with hands-on work on nu¬ 
trition, training, behaviour 
and other areas. If that 
goes well, they’re in good 
position to land a zoolceep- 
er’s job, Pritchard says. 

Rod Cumberland spent 
much of his childhood in 
the forests of New 
Brunswick learning about 
deer with his hunter fa¬ 
ther. When he started 
working in shops and fac¬ 
tories as an adult, he noted 
how miserable his coworlc- 
ers were. 

“I made up my mind that 
I would do something I 
loved to do and I pursued a 
career in wildlife manage¬ 
ment,” he says. “I was really 
blessed to get the job I did.” 

He’s New Brunswick’s of¬ 
ficial deer biologist. Posi¬ 
tions like his usually re¬ 
quire a bachelors or mas¬ 
ters degree in wildlife or 
forestry courses from insti¬ 


tutions such as Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s Acadia University, the 
University of Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island, the University 
of New Brunswick, the 
Maritime College of Forest 
Technology, Sir Sanford 
Fleming College in Ontario 
or Alberta’s University of 
Lethbridge. 

Cumberland’s passion is 
working in the field. Fly¬ 
ing low and slow in a heli¬ 
copter over dense woods, 
he counts moose and deer, 
or tromps on foot to see 
what predators, be it 
black bears, coyotes or 
bobcats, are killing tagged 
deer to gauge how healthy 
the population is. 

That biological data de¬ 
termines the number of 
hunting permits issued to 
keep the herd healthy.

have retained. The em¬ 
ployer, of course, dis¬ 
agrees. Her position no 
longer exists, or if it does, 
her termination was unre¬ 
lated to her leave. 

Sometimes there is no 
replacement hired, at 
least immediately. But 
sooner or later, job adver¬ 
tisements will appear, list¬ 
ing most of the duties 
that she used to perform. 
When she was fired, she 
was told that the “restruc¬ 
turing” eliminated her po¬ 
sition. However, now the 
company requires some¬ 
one to perform most or all 
of her role, only with a 
different title. 

Terminating employees 
during maternity leave is 
generally illegal. But it 
happens anyway. This is 
because the legislation in 
some provinces contains 
qualifiers, allowing dis¬ 
missal only where the em¬ 
ployer can show it was 
unrelated to the employ¬ 
ee’s leave. This is why 
jobs are often reorganized 
while employees are 
away, so that the employ¬ 
er can fit within the ex¬ 
ception. Other provinces 
prohibit termination dur¬ 


ing leave but then allow it 
as soon as the employee 
returns. These scenarios 
unfold at workplaces 
throughout the country, 
with provincial tribunals 
and courts increasingly 
being asked to intervene. 

What can employees do? 

File a complaint with a 
provincial ministry or 
tribunal: Employment 

standards legislation 
provides various levels of 


protection. However, un¬ 
like court proceedings, 
where the onus to win a 
case is on the person who 
files it, employment 
standards legislation re¬ 
quires employers to dis¬ 
prove that the termina¬ 
tion was illegal. 

File a human rights 
complaint: Although hu¬ 
man rights legislation 
does not require an em¬ 
ployer to reinstate an em¬ 
ployee following materni-

ty leave, it does not per¬ 
mit termination where 
there was a connection to 
that employee’s leave. 

Sue for wrongful dis¬ 
missal: There are court 
cases stating that even if 
an employee is not fired 
because she is pregnant 
or took a leave, she may 
be entitled to more sever¬ 
ance than she would oth¬ 
erwise be entitled to be¬ 
cause it would generally 
be more difficult for her 
to find other work. 

Threaten proceedings 
and then negotiate for 
more. Employees are 
owed severance pay when 
terminated before, during 
or after their maternity 
leave. It is open to them 
to argue that their person¬ 
al circumstances entitle 
them to more. Make this 
argument with an experi¬ 
enced lawyer — not on 
your own.

Cruze makes mark

Canadians love compacts. 
They’re always at the top 
of our car sales charts, in¬ 
evitably with Toyota 
Corolla, Honda Civic and 
Mazda3 jockeying for the 
top spot. Chevrolet plans 
to shake up that status 
quo this summer with the 
all-new Cruze sedan, its 
replacement for the 
outgoing Cobalt. 

It’s not available for full 
testing just yet, but GM in¬ 
vited me to its proving 
grounds in Michigan to 
drive a few laps. 

It’s nowhere near enough 
for a complete assessment, 
especially since pricing re¬ 
mains a mystery, but the 
initial impression is posi¬ 
tive: in ride, handling and 
noise levels, it feels like a 
mini-Malibu. 

Already on sale in Eu¬ 
rope, China and Mexico, it 
will eventually expand to 
some 60 countries. Ours 
will come from Ohio. 

It will be a sedan only, 
with two hatchbacks slot¬

pact Aveo, currently built in 
Korea, will be redesigned 
and produced in the U.S., 
while Korea will then send 
over the new Spark 
minicar. 

Cruze will come with a 
choice of engines. The base 
LS trim uses a 1.8-litre four- 
cylinder, making an esti¬ 
mated 136 horsepower. 

I didn’t get to drive it, but 
some overseas critics say it’s 
underpowered, especially 
given the car’s weight. The 
volume seller will be a new 
turbocharged 1.4-litre four- 
cylinder, which will appear 
in the mid-range LT and top¬ 
line LTZ, as well as a fiiel- 
and money-saving “Eco” 


model. It produces 138 
horsepower, but far more 
importantly, it makes 148 
lb-ft of torque, and at just 
1,850 rpm. That’s the twist 
power that gets everything 
moving. Both engines come 
with a six-speed transmis¬ 
sion, in manual or automat¬ 
ic. 

Don’t think go-fast: the 
1.4-litre, which runs on reg¬ 
ular-grade fuel, is tur¬ 
bocharged for fuel efficien¬ 
cy. It doesn’t feel quick, but 
it builds speed smoothly 
and with no turbo lag. In 
Canada, it’s estimated at 5.0 
L/100 1cm (56 mpg) on the 
highway. 

For an entry-level model, 
Cruze is surprisingly sophis¬ 
ticated underneath, using a 
patented rear suspension 
that includes a Watts link — 
two horizontal bars with a 
central pivot to help keep 
the back end straight. On a 
tight curve of the proving 
ground’s intentionally bad 
road, Cruze held solid at 
100 km/h. 

Cruze is also remarkably 
quiet and could well be¬ 
come the benchmark for 
big-car characteristics in a 
small vehicle.

While it may seem to be 
all about the engine, fuel 
economy includes many 
diverse factors, right down 
to the tires.

Cousins sophomore record shows maturity

Loss and departure are all 
over Rose Cousins* new 
record, suitably titled The 
Send Off, but it's not a 
melancholy record despite 
it all. 

Recorded three years after 
her debut record and a 
product of years of gigging, 
it’s the sort of mature sound 
that some musicians would 
despair of achieving. 

P.E.I.-born and Halifax res¬ 
ident, Cousins comes out of 
the furiously productive 
East Coast music scene, a 
place where a collegial, sup¬ 
portive atmosphere seems 
to have trumped the com¬ 
petitive balkanization that 
reigns elsewhere. 

“Not everybody who lives 
out here is necessarily from 
here,” says Cousins, “but a 
lot of us are and we mostly 
grew up in smaller commu¬ 
nities, and I think that lends 
itself to there being more 
room for everybody and not 
so much a competition as 
much as how we can all 
help each other.” 

Cousins looked for — and 
found — the same sort of 
support when she searched 
for a producer for The Send 
Off, settling on Luke Doucet, 
another Maritimer whose 
work as a producer has at¬ 
tracted as much attention as 
his own music. The result is 
an evocative, airy record full 
of iridescent textures. 

“Luke told me not to be 
too overprepared so that 
we’d be open to the 
process,” Cousins recalls. 
“Each day when we ap¬ 
proached the studio I would 
play a little demo for the 
musicians and the song 
would be built that day, in a 
no-holds-barred wide open 
kind of deal, and Luke was 
amazing at driving that 
process and saying ‘let’s try 
this’ whether we ended up 


using it or not.” 

The record’s themes were 
the product of Cousins’ life 
in the three years since her 
debut album, If You Were 
For Me. A period that saw 
the death of her beloved 
grandmother — a blow that 
ended up inspiring The 
Send Off’s title track. 

“I guess the inevitability 
of having to let go of things 
as we get older, the age that 
I’m at and losing my grand¬ 
mother and realizing that 
there’s nothing you can do, 
and you can keep someone 
in your memory — it ap¬ 


plies to so many things.” 

The years spent on the 
road also gave Cousins an 
appreciation for the work a 
musician needs to do these 
days, where the record in¬ 
dustry’s ongoing creative 
destruction has made so 
many artists into entrepre¬ 
neurs as well as performers. 
That led to a recent trip to 
Los Angeles, where she 
looked into the placement 
of her songs into TV and 
movie soundtracks — po¬ 
tentially massive exposure 
that many independent acts 
have come to rely on.

Turnip Casserole 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 turnips, peeled and 
cubed 
1 cup water 
1 egg, beaten 
1/3 cup sugar 
3 tbsp butter 
1/2 tsp salt 

1/4 tsp ground cinnamon 

METHOD: 

1. Place turnips in large 
pot and cover with water. 
Bring to boil. Reduce heat; 
cover and cook for 15 min¬ 
utes or until tender and 
drain. 

2. Transfer turnips to bowl 
and mash. Add egg, sugar,
